Frankfort, Ky., April 1.—More 
than 65,000 miles are covered daily 
in Kentucky by the 562 buses now 
in operation in this state, and 
more than twice that number of 
miles would be covered if it were 
not for the policy of A. L. Henry, 
commissioner of Motor Transpor- 
tation, in refusing permits where 
the territory is being adequately 
served, according to the depart- 
ment’s annual report. 


The bus mileage does not include 
approximately 3,000 taxicabs, 450 
U-Drive-It automobiles and 200 city 
buses. Non-common carriers, such 
as school buses, which are exempt 
from law, are not included. The 
report estimates that in 115 schools 
using the bus form of transporta- 
tion, approximately 200 buses are 
used, covering a daily mileage olf 
1,709 miles and carrying approxi- 
mately 6,700 at a cost of $129,000. 

Pointing out that bus lines have 
kept ahead of road improvement, 
the report states that in many in- 
stances lines are promoted in an- 
ticipation of road improvement. 
A total of ninety-nine applica- 
tions for new lines are listed as 
on file in the department. Twenty- 
seven of these are ready for hear- 
ing and seventy-two are being 
held pending the opening of 
roads.

1928, collections of $120,250.21 and 
expenditures of $24,14062; and 
for the six months ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1928, collections totaled 
$14,889.01 and expenditures totaled 
$12,566.83.

*“And, on the other hand, when on the basis of 
the best information we can get we see a strong 
probability of a shortage, we shall tell you so 
just as frankly—in order that, if possible, both 
you and we may be saved the disappointing 
experience of obtaining business that we can- 
not deliver.
